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REMARKS 


As stated in the Office Action, Claims 12-14 and 26-29 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Accordingly, Claim 12 has been incorporated into Claim 1, Claims 25 and 26 have been 
incorporated into Claim 18, and Claim 27 has been written in independent form to include the 
subject matter of Claim 18. Therefore, independent Claims 1,18 and 27 are in condition for 
allowance, and such is respectfully requested. 

Claims 13 and 14 have been amended to change their dependencies. 

Claims 12, 25-26 and 37 are cancelled, without prejudice or disclaimer of the subject 
matter therein.. 

Claims 2-11, 13-17, 19-24 and 28-29 depend from allowable independent claims and 
are considered to be in condition for allowance for at least the same reasons as their 
respective independent claims and for their own limitations as well, and such is respectfully 
requested. 

As stated in the Office Action, Claims 30-36 are allowed. 

In view of the above, Applicants submit that Claims 1-11, 13-24, and 27-36 are in 
condition for allowance, and such is respectfully requested. 

In view of all of the above, the Application is now in condition for allowance and 
such is hereby requested.
